2. Official Income on Appointment, and in the current Session, respec- 

tively ; 

3. Whether the whole time of the Professor is devoted to the Public 

Service ; 

4. Whether a right to Pension or Compensation on Retirement exists 

under the Civil Servics Superannuation Acts, or otherwise ; and 
whether any Special Terms, in respect to Pension, have been made 
with any Professor.” 
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
